faster and more thriftily than do the 
hardwoods, such 
as hard maple, white 
ish, basswood, and the like. This, ac­ 
cording to the forestry department of 
the Suite College of Agriculture » it 
Ithaca, is the reason why the state 
conserv ation 
commission 
grows 
con­ 
iferou s seedlings almost 
ex clusiv ely , 
and recommends their general use 
in 
reforestation. 
Landowners who are familiar with 
the rapid growth made in their wood- i 
lots by v aluable hardwoods frequently 
raise the question why more effort is 
not 
directed 
toward 
planting these 
species. Foresters recognize the v alue j 
of such species, but contrast the rapid I 
and sure growth of the conifers and 
the ea se with which they are raised ;
